And 
with good reason: at one time or another 
in hei long and checkered life, Theodora 
has probably been on their roof.

Theodora plays the pipe organ. And 
every afternoon for the past eighty-two 
years, she has descended upon some un¬ 
suspecting home, climbed to the roof, 
pulled her organ up after her, and begun 
to play "Nearer My Crawlspace to Thee" 
in the key of A-flat.

I was doin', an’ I'd say, Tm Theodora, 
the fantasy!' An' they'd laugh, an' then 
the pig organs'd fall down on their 
heads and they'd git angry. So I quit 
that." 

She didn't discover the possibilities 
in pipe organs until she met Rancidor, 
who was a travelling salesman for the 
Throckmedock Organ Company. He 
bought Theodora from her parents, and 
she was sold. One night, when he was 
on a trip to Kansas City, she stole an

it fly. So she turned her efforts in an¬ 
other direction. 

"I always liked organs. Any kinda 
organs. Pipe organs, human organs, 
worm organs, house organs. So's I fig- 
gered I'd make my fantasy about or¬ 
gans." 

At the age of nine, she discovered 
roofs. And she could not keep the com¬ 
bination out of her head. Roofs and or¬ 
gans.

matoes on the keys and play some more.

Some¬ 
one once threw a pencil sharpener at 
me, though, an' it struck right there on 
the tip o' my nose. I laughed an’ laughed 
and turned the crank, and tossed down 
the shavin's." 

Her husband refused to comment be¬ 
cause, in his words, "You media always 
blow everything out of proportion. My 
wife's jes' got a little problem is all. 
We'll cure it, given time."
